MESSAGE FROM THE PRESIDENT 



Montgomery continues to be a very active place with bat- 
tles for education reform continuing and an election year 
looming. Unless the legislature has a complete change of 
heart, employees of the Two- Year College System can 
expect an 8 to 8 1/2 % raise this FalL Of course, this is ten- 
tative at this point and anything can happen. 

College officials met with the architectural team and con- 
struction managers on Thursday, February 17 to finalize the 
campus master plan which should be formally submitted to 
you within the next ten days tc- tv/c weeks. Two major de- 
cisions were made during the meeting. First, the exact loca- 
tion of the main facility, parking spaces, the Fire College, drill 
field and athletic facilities were finalized. Secondly, the struc- 
ture design of the new college will be a combination of the 
mall and linear mall concepts. There were many reasons why 
this design was selected including cost effectiveness, futuristic 
needs of a college campus (security, expansion, etc.).Also, the 
comments from employees of the college were over- . 
whelmingly in support of this concept. 

The next step in the planning process is for the architects to 
begin the schematic design of the buildings. This includes de- 
signing the "inside" of the buildings, classrooms, student cen- 
ter, offices, etc. Once the schematics are reviewed and re- 
viewed again, the final drawings of the campus will be 
completed and construction will begin. Once again, your re- 
view and comments will be very important during this design 
phase. 

As you know, the college has negotiated a purchase agree- 
ment for the 15th Street Campus property. Everything we do 
over the next 18 months will be aimed at vacating the 15th 
Street Campus as soon as possible. Therefore, the first phase 
of the project will be primarily for the technical programs and 
the Fire College.

LOCAL FIRMS CHOSEN 

In a continuing effort to keep the money being 
spent on our new campus in the local economy, 
much consideration is being given to local firms dur- 
ing the pre-constructlon process. Tuscaloosa Testing 
Laborator (TTL) has been chosen to do the soil test- 
ing, evaluation and geotechnlcal engineering. As 
was announced earlier, the local firms of Hall. Taylor 
and Perry and N. C. Morgan have formed a Joint ven- 
ture to represent the college as construction manag- 
er. In addition, the Tuscaloosa firm of Hanklns and 
Harrison will complete the civil engineering work for 
the project.

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TECH PREP CONSORTIUM SIGNS 
ARTICULATION AGREEMENT 

Representatives from the West Alabama Tech Prep Con- 
sortium, which was formed several yean ago in an effort to imple- 
ment technical education in the schools of this area, will join forc- 
es on Wednesday, March 2, for thesigping of an articulation 
agreement between the secondary schools of West Alabama, local 
business and industrial leaders, and Shelton State Community Col- 
lege. The ceremony will take place at 7:30 a. m. in the cafetonum 
on the C. A. Fredd Campus. 

The signing of the agreement will serve as the cornerstone of 
the tech prep project and will kick off fall registration in the 
schools. Area superintendents, tech prep committee chairs, and 
Shelton president Tom Umphrey will participate in the signing. 
With the new articulation agreement, students in area high schools 
will have the opportunity this spring to sign up for technical cours- 
es next fall. 

Last year the secondary schools in West Alabama offered tech- 
nology exploration, applied algebra, and other applied math cours- 
es. New tech prep courses scheduled to be offered this year are 
applied biology, chemistry, and physics for technologies. In 1995 
schools will concentrate on communication skills and will offer 
applied communication courses.

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Students who did not receive a renewal application may pick 
up a 1994-95 free Application for Federal Student Aid (FAFSA
